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FRINGE SUCCESS FOR LOCAL ACTOR 

Life is getting easier 
for a boy named Sue 


A COWBRIDGE 
actor has emerged 
as one of the hot 
tickets at the 
Edinburgh Festival 
in a show which 
has taken one of 
the top awards. 

Dafydd Huw James, 
who is 30 years old, 
acts, sings and writes 
his own music, and his 
show, entitled My Name 
is Sue, took the coveted 
‘Total Theatre Award 
for Music and Theatre’. 

As a result of the 
interest sparked by a 
show described by The 
Stage as “ one of the 
most unusual, remark¬ 
able and memorable 
hours on the fringe”, 
Dafydd is in negotia¬ 
tions to take it on tour 
around the UK. 

As the photographs 
show, he plays a female 
character (Sue), a 46- 
year-old Cardiff house¬ 
wife, who gradually 
reveals a dark side as 
she tells the audience 
about her life, mainly 
through songs that 
reviewers have 
described as ‘catchy’. 

Dafydd, who plays 
piano in the show as 
well, wrote the songs, 
sings them in character 
as Sue, and co-wrote 
the storyline with Ben 
Lewis, a friend from 
university days. 

His parents, Mair and 
Doug, still live in 
Cowbridge, and are 
thrilled that his new 
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show has attracted so 
many positive reviews. 

They told The GEM: 
“The standard is very 
high at the festival, as 
there are more than 
2,000 different perform¬ 
ances taking place all 
day, every day, at vari¬ 
ous venues throughout 
August.” 

Dafydd, who went to 
Iolo Morganwg Primary 
School in Cowbridge, 
and then on to Ysgol 
Glantaf in Cardiff, said 
that he had always 
wanted to be an actor 
and writer. 

He said: “I can’t 
recall wanting to do 
anything else, right 
from the days of school 
concerts.” 

He chose his drama 
school, the London 
International School of 
Performing Arts,

because it specialised in 
training actors and 
singers who wanted to 
create their own work 
as well. 

He said; “It was 
never a matter of just 
speaking other people’s 
lines.” 

Since then, he has 
earned a respectable liv¬ 
ing, all the time writing 
and performing new 
works - some in Welsh 
and some in English. 

A Welsh language 
play that he wrote is 
scheduled to be per¬ 
formed at the Sherman, 
and he and Ben Lewis 
are already at work on a 
new show.

clear that the piece has 
fascinated the critics, 
even if they are not 
quite sure what to make 
of it. 

However, most per¬ 
formers would give 
their right arm for com¬ 
ments like these, again 
from The Stage: “It 
treads the line between 
the real and the 
grotesque, the comic 
and the pathetic. 

“Sue’s story gradual¬ 
ly becomes like one of 
the small tragedies in 
Dylan Thomas’s Under 
Milk Wood, a cheery 
exterior disguising a 
dark and complex inner 
life. 

“My Name Is Sue 
can be appreciated as a 
bizarre comic creation, 
the subtle presentation 
of a quietly sad charac¬ 
terisation, and a clever¬ 
ly written and entertain¬ 
ing song cycle. ” 

Quite bizarrely, there 
is absolutely no connec¬ 
tion with the Johnny 
Cash song, ‘A Boy 
Named Sue’ - even 
though the big moment 
in the Cash song is 
when he shouts “My 
name is Sue! How do 
you do!” 

Dafydd said: “When 
we chose the title, nei¬ 
ther of us was aware of 
the song. 

“It was a complete 
surprise when people 
pointed it out to us.” 

He added that there 
were certainly no paral¬ 
lels with the story. 

At the moment, it 
looks as if Dafydd and 
Ben’s show will be 
going on a mini-tour 
early next year, with a 
bigger tour likely in the 
summer. 


CHARITY CHIEFS 
SAY: ‘NO SALE’ TO 
LOWER SCHOOL 


THE issue of 
whether the Vale 
Council can pay for 
a new Cowbridge 
Comprehensive 
School on Aberthin 
Road by using the 
proceeds from the 
sale of the Lower 
School site has still 
not been resolved. 

The problem goes 
back to when the lower 
school site was given to 
Cowbridge, on condition 
that it be used for educa¬ 
tion within the town. 

The Vale Council 
argues that putting the 
money towards a new 
school is honouring that 
condition, but the 
Charity Commission is 
digging its heels in. 

Because the commis¬ 
sion is saying no, a 
meeting of the Vale 
Council cabinet recently 
resolved to spend £5,000

to get a legal opinion on 
whether the ruling can 
be challenged. 

The Vale Council has 
a £56 million school 
building programme, 
with extensive work 
planned at St Cyres 
School when Cowbridge 
is finished, and then at 
Llantwit Major 
Comprehensive. 

Ironically, because 
work is so advanced at 
Cowbridge, any shortfall 
caused by not being able 
to sell off the Lower 
School site is more like¬ 
ly to affect the rate of 
progress at the other two 
schools. 

The cabinet was told 
that the Cowbridge 
Comprehensive School 
Trust Committee has 
previously sought 
Counsel’s opinion on the 
matter. 

The report to cabinet 


said: “At that time, the 
legal costs associated 
with making further rep¬ 
resentation to the 
Charity Commission 
were not expected to 
exceed £1,000, although 
it is not clear how this 
estimate was arrived at.” 

At a meeting on 
January 9, 2008, the 
cabinet resolved that the 
estimate of £1,000 
should be met from the 
education service budg¬ 
et. 

However, the report is 
now saying: “Due to the 
specialist nature of this 
matter, together with the 
considerable volume of 
supporting documenta¬ 
tion gathered to high¬ 
light the difficulties 
faced by the council as 
local education authority 
in respect of the re¬ 
development of 
Cowbridge School, 


Counsel’s fees are now 
estimated at £5,000.” 

Chris Franks, the 
Plaid Regional AM, 
said: “This has all the 
hallmarks of another 
Vale Council fiasco. 

“At this stage - when 
the Cowbridge school 
rebuilding is underway - 
they still have failed to 
sort out this mess. 

“In fact it’s predica¬ 
ble. As it was that the 
Welsh Government had 
to allocate a special 
grant of £5 million to 
finance the scheme. 

“I have twice met 
with the Charity 
Commission and they 
expressed the wish to 
help resolve the issue.” 

The Vale Council 
does look set to recoup 
some costs, as it is to 
sell off the land at the 
sixth form building on 
Aberthin Road 
(See page 3 for details).

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SIXTH FORM BUILDING 
IS DEEMED ‘SURPLUS 
TO REQUIREMENTS’

THE old 
Cowbridge 
Comprehensive 
sixth form building 
on Aberthin Road 
will be declared 
‘surplus to require¬ 
ments’ and council 
officers are to pre¬ 
pare a development 
brief to dispose of 
the site. 

Cash raised will go to 
the school building 
fund, and will therefore 
help pay for the new 
school, which is sched¬ 
uled to be completed in 
September 2010. 

The Vale Council 
cabinet approved the 
plan at a meeting earlier 



this month. As the plan 
(right) shows, behind 
the familiar facade visi¬ 
ble from Aberthin Road, 
there is quite a bit of 
land, totalling approxi¬ 
mately 0.51 hectares 
(1.27 acres). 

The new school will, 
of course, include a new 
sixth form building.

The cabinet was told 
that the council owns 
the freehold interest in 
the land and buildings. 

The site lies immedi¬ 
ately outside the resi¬ 
dential settlement 
boundary as defined in 


the Vale of Glamorgan 
Unitary Development 
Plan for 1996-2011, but 
the report points out 
that the site is immedi¬ 
ately surrounded by res¬ 
idential properties on all 
but one side.

Local showing 
for climate 
change movie 


A FILM which has

“There does not seem 
to be much chance of 
any NHS Trust finding 
the cash in the near 
future, so any money we 
receive is most wel¬ 
come.” 

Cryotherapy treats 
patients with prostate 


cancer. However, 
GLAZE has already 
been successful in bring¬ 
ing the Green Light 
Lazer - a new treatment 
for benign prostate con¬ 
ditions - to south Wales. 

Ray pointed out: 
“Since that campaign, 
the consultant urologist 
at the Princess of Wales 
Hospital, Mr Andy 
Murray, has performed 
more than 600 opera¬ 
tions that have made a 
huge difference to men 
who have suffered with 
the condition.”

It is being released in 
the United States the 
same week as it is being 
shown in Cowbridge 
and private screenings 
have been requested by 
President Obama and 
the Prince of Wales, 
who has sent a letter of 
support to the 
Cowbridge Transition 
group. 

Rob McGhee, co¬ 
founder of the Transition 
group said: “The 
Transition message is all 
about finding local solu¬ 
tions to the problems of 
climate change.”

SCOUTS AND THEATRE GROUP IN LEASE 

RENEWAL NEGOTIATIONS WITH OFFICERS 

Vale Council in talks 
on cattle market site 


THE Vale Council 
appears to be mak¬ 
ing plans for when 
it eventually takes 
possession of 
Cowbridge Cattle 
Market, by holding 
lease negotiations 
with two local 
organisations. 

The leases held by 
Cowbridge First Scout 
Group and Cowbridge 
Amateur Dramatic 
Society (CADS), respec¬ 
tively, on land at the cat¬ 
tle market have now 
expired, and council 
legal officers are holding 
talks with them to “pro¬ 
tect the Council's strate¬ 
gic interests” 

The main point at 
issue seems to be that, 
under the recently- 
expired leases, the two 
buildings have a right of 
access to the cattle mar¬ 
ket land (except on mar¬ 
ket days). 

No particular route is 
specified for that access 
but, with future develop¬ 
ment of the market site 
likely when that lease 
runs out (on March 31, 
2011), it appears that the 
council wants to clarify 
the access route. 

It appears highly 
unlikely that the council 
is interested in taking 
back the land now that 
the leases have expired. 
Both groups have the 
right renew the leases on 


the same terms, and the 
The Cowbridge First 
Scouts have given the 
appropriate notice that 
they intend to. 

Similarly, The GEM 
understands that CADS 
also wishes to renegoti¬ 
ate a new lease. 

The chairman of 
CADS, Peter Knapp, 
told The GEM: “We are 
certainly interested in 
renewing our lease - we 
have spent a lot of 
money on improving the 
facilities here in the last 
few years. 

“We certainly need to 
keep access to the the¬ 
atre.” 

He added: “I feel sure 
that the Vale Council 
wants us to stay. It was 
only two or three years 
ago that we were grant¬ 
ed permission to extend 
the building - although 
we have not taken those 
plans any further. 

“We are currently 
consulting with a prop¬ 
erty solicitor in relation 
to this matter.” 

The information was 
revealed in a report to 
the Vale Council cabinet 
earlier this month, and 
the officers have asked 
permission to “...execute 
new leases incorporating 
any amendments agreed 
with the tenants during 
lease renewal negotia¬ 
tions”.

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NEW ‘SUPER TRUST’ 
TRIES TO BALANCE 
HOSPITAL BOOKS 


FEARS have been 
expressed that 
hospital services 
in the western 
Vale and 
Bridgend will be 
cut - because of a 
£30m deficit fac¬ 
ing the newly- 
formed Abertawe 
Bro Morgannwg 
NHS Trust. 

In a statement to The 
GEM, finance director 
Eifion Williams said 
that in order to break 
even by the end of the 
financial year, the trust 
will have to find sav¬ 
ings of £30m. 

He said that these 
savings were needed to 
bridge the gap between 
the funding received 
from the Assembly, and 
the cost of pay increas¬ 
es to staff, plus rises in 
the costs of the materi¬ 
als purchased during the 
year. 

The trust serves a 
huge population, 
stretching from the 
western Vale across to 
Swansea and beyond. 

It was formed two 
years ago when the for¬ 
mer Bro Morgannwg 
Trust, which covered 
Bridgend and Neath 
Port Talbot, was merged 
with the Swansea Trust. 

It was hoped that 
there would be 
economies of scale and 
cuts in management 
posts. 

Mr Williams said that 
the trust is also required 
to invest additional 
money to reduce wait¬ 


ing times for treatment, 
in order to hit govern¬ 
ment targets. 

Mr Williams said that 
all departments were 
now looking at ways of 
trying to deliver servic¬ 
es differently within the 
funding available, but 
still providing appropri¬ 
ate services to patients. 

A new health board 
will be replacing the 
trust on October 1, and 
it will also incorporate 
the local health boards 
for Bridgend, Neath 
Port Talbot and 
Swansea. Mr Williams 
said it will have to carry 
on with the same finan¬ 
cial objectives. 

He added: “There is 
a very big challenge 
facing the new health 
board, and because 
there is no scope for the 
money to be provided 
by anyone else, the 
need to deliver the sav¬ 
ings will not go away 
but must be tackled sen¬ 
sibly and sensitively.” 

The trust has denied 
that patient services will 
suffer and has stated 
that it is committed to 
providing safe, quality 
services. 

However, financial 
pressures and the 
requirements of the 
European Working 
Time directive, which 
limits the number of 
hours staff can work, 
means the trust has to 
review all its services to 
ensure that they are cost 
effective and clinically 
safe. 

Now, a former health 
board member has 
expressed concern 


about what’s happening. 

Coun David Deere of 
Porthcawl is the former 
vice- chairman of the 
old Iechyd Morgannwg 
Area Health Authority, 
and was later vice- 
chairman of the 
Bridgend Local Health 
Board. 

In all, he was 
involved in health 
administration for 15 
years, until a serious ill¬ 
ness forced him to quit 
just two years ago. 

He said: “What con¬ 
cerns me is that 
Bridgend is suffering 
because of the forced 
marriage between the 
Bro Morgannwg and 
Swansea Trusts to cre¬ 
ate Abertawe Bro 
Morgannwg. 

“Bro Morgannwg, 
under chief executive 
Paul Williams, was seen 
as the flagship trust for 
Wales. It never exceed¬ 
ed its budget and was 
never overspent. 

“However, the old 
Morriston Trust, which 
then became Swansea, 
was always in the red, 
and I remember that 
they were constantly 
putting together rescue 
plans which never 
worked.” 

He continued: “The 
fact is that the two 
trusts were forced into a 
merger by the Welsh 
Assembly Government 
and it has been to the 
detriment of patients 
and staff at hospitals at 
the Bridgend end. 

“Resources are being 
diverted to bail out the 
Swansea hospitals.” 

However, this was

denied by a spokes¬ 
woman for Abertawe 
Bro Morgannwg 
(ABM) Trust, who said 
that, in its final year 
before merging, the 
Swansea Trust had actu¬ 
ally made a small profit. 

She added: “There is 
no diverting of 
resources from one part 
of the trust to other 
parts. All parts of the 
trust have been expect¬ 
ed (and arejcontributing 
to the savings require¬ 
ment for the trust.” 

Coun Deere said that 
the trust was trying to 
save £30m over the 
next six months. 

He emphasised: 
“That’s a lot of money 
to find. I do not believe 
that these savings can 
be achieved without 
impinging on patient 
care and services.” 

Once again, however, 
the ABM Trust spokes¬ 
woman insisted: “ The 
current financial plan 
identified a potential 
full year financial short¬ 
fall of some £30m at 
the commencement of 
this financial year in 
April, as a result of cost 
pressures arising from 
all services across the 
trust. 

“Since then the trust 
has been working to 
deliver the necessary 
savings to achieve this 
across the whole trust. 

“Indeed, the majority 
of these savings have 
already been identified 
by the relevant clinical 
directorates, who are 
also addressing the bal¬ 
ance of savings yet to 
be achieved.” 

Coun Deere said that 
the Princess of Wales 
Hospital was likely to 
be the biggest casualty 
as cuts were spread 
across the board. 

Fears have also been 
expressed by health 
unions that the trust 
could axe 500 jobs, but 
this has been denied by 
the trust. 

The spokeswoman 
said: “Staffing levels 
across the Trust gener¬ 
ally remain at the same 
levels as they were a 
year ago.” 

At the moment, the 
trust has more than 70 
vacant posts for doctors 
within its hospitals, but 
says it is attempting to 
fill them. 

Nurses are also com¬ 
plaining that their num¬ 
bers are being reduced 
as people leave and are 
not replaced - but this 
has also been denied. 

A staff nurse at the 
Princess of Wales 
Hospital, who does not 
want to be named, said: 
“Morale is low, because 
staff in Bridgend 
believe that we are 
being penalised because 
of the financial difficul¬ 
ties at the Swansea end. 

“We are under more 
and more pressure, with 
people not being 
replaced and others off 
on the sick.” 

The Trust employs 
16,000 staff and has a 
budget of £800million. 


‘Steve will be missed bv all who knew him’ 

Tribute paid to 
man who died in 
Llantwit collision 

THE family of a 44-year-old Porthcawl 
man who died following a road traffic col¬ 
lision just outside Llantwit Major on 
Saturday has described him as a ‘much 
loved father, who will be missed by all who 
knew him’. 

Mr Stephen Hoare died as a result of injuries 
sustained in a collision on the B4265 at the traffic 
lights junction with Llanmaes Road. The incident 
took place at around 5.20pm on Saturday after¬ 
noon, September 12. 

Two vehicles were involved - a blue Triumph 
motorcycle and a black Ford Fiesta. 

The motorcycle, which was being ridden by Mr 
Hoare, was travelling along the B4265 in the direc¬ 
tion of Wick and the car was turning right into 
Llanmaes Road. 

Mr Hoare, who was a mechanic, had a 15-year- 
old son Will and a girlfriend Angela. 

His family paid the following tribute to him: 

“Steve was a much-loved father, son, brother, 
uncle, and friend. 

“He was a popular and fun-loving person and he 
will be sadly missed by all who knew him.”

Hospital’s 
new unit 

WORK is under¬ 
way on building a 
new 42-bed unit at 
Glanrhyd Hospital. 

The project to mod¬ 
ernise mental health 
services in Bridgend is 
being funded by a £32m 
capital grant from the 
Welsh Assembly 
Government. 

The project aims to 
provide modem mental 
health services in 
accommodation that is 
fit for purpose. 

National guidance has 
recommended the clo¬ 
sure of old Victorian 
institutions, and replac¬ 
ing them with new units 
that ensure privacy and 
dignity for patients, with 
private en-suite facilities 
and single gender day 
areas where appropriate. 

The mental health 
beds provided in Morlais 
Ward at the old 
Maesgwyn Hospital, 
now called the Croeso 
centre, will be closed 
and the patients trans¬ 
ferred to the new unit at 
Glanrhyd. 

The estimated com¬ 
pletion date for this 
scheme is Febmary 
2011 . 

A spokesman for 
Abertawe Bro 
Morgannwg NHS Tmst, 
which runs these servic¬ 
es, said that patients and 
carers have been fully 
informed about these 
changes and they will 
continue to be updated 
until the transfer takes 
place. 

The £32m project 
includes providing the 
new ARC Day Centre 
currently being built on 
land opposite Bridgend 
Bus Station; providing 
an 18-bed Community 
Rehabilitation Unit at 
the rear of the old Tmst 
HQ in Quarella Road 
and a building a further 
20-bed continuing care 
unit on a site yet to be 
confirmed.

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RIDE HAS NOW RAISED £4,000 

Cowbridge cyclists 
brave the Tour 
de France heat! 


GEM readers may 
remember our 
story on July 16, 
when it was 
revealed that two 
prominent 
Cowbridge busi¬ 
nessmen would be 
taking on a huge 
challege for charity. 

Phil Thomas, a sur¬ 
veyor at Herbert R 
Thomas, and Richard 
Beech, a solicitor at 
Beech and Co, headed 
out to France and tack¬ 
led the most feared 
stage on this year’s 
Tour de France - the 
fearsome ascent of 
Mont Ventoux. 

The pair, along with 
thousands of amateur 
cyclists, rode exactly 
the same 170 kilometre 
stage that cycling leg¬ 
ends such as Alberto 
Contador and Lance 
Armstrong tackled this 
year. 

Phil Thomas contact¬ 
ed The GEM to say: “It 
was hot and pretty 
tough. Apparently, two 
people died and close to 
3,000 cyclists failed to 
complete the event. 

“I believe it was 
around 32-33 degrees 
Centigrade in the shade, 
and climbing the moun¬ 
tain it must have been

around 40. 

“There was no 
breeze, and with trees 
either side it was like a 
furnace. Richard very 
kindly waited for me 
and we climbed the 
mountain together, but 
unfortunately, Richard 
suffered from heat 
stroke and we had a rid¬ 
ing time of 8 hours 45 
minutes. 

Phil continued: “We 
got to the start at 6.15 
am, the gun went off at 
7am, but we didn’t cross 


the line until 7.45am. 
We were one of the last 
to start. 

“Unfortunately, the 
last food/water stop had 
run out of water by the 
time we had got there, 
and when we finished 
we had a 20-mile bike 
ride back to the bus.” 

“We have raised 
around £4,000 for Ty 
Hafan so far, which is 
amazing. People’s gen¬ 
erosity has been over¬ 
whelming and we can’t 
thank them enough.”

Mr Cecil Matthews 
contacted The GEM to 
alert readers to the 
malevolent practice car¬ 
ried out by criminals 
abroad who target peo¬ 
ple in this country with 
the promise of a fake 
win. 

Recipients are advised 
to call a claims agent for 
more information and 
then told that fees and 
taxes need to be paid 
before the alleged win¬ 
nings can be sent. 
Victims sometimes send 
thousands of pounds 
before they realise they 
have been duped. 

Mr Matthews said: “I 
wanted to warn other 
people in Barry and the 
Vale of the dangers of 
these so called Tottery 
wins’.

from a Spanish Lottery, 
but I reported it to the 
authorities. 

“The Office of Fair 
Trading got in touch 
with me and pointed out 
that 140,000 people in 
the UK fall vicitim to 
these scams at a cost of 
£269m!” 

The Office of Fair 
Trading deals with the 
police and their counter¬ 
parts in more than 30 
countries over lottery 
type deceptions. 

It told Mr Matthews: 
“The OFT is aware of a 
number of lottery scams 
or international scam¬ 
mers claiming to repre¬ 
sent a Spanish lottery. 

“We have engaged 
with our Spanish coun¬ 
terparts and the Madrid 
Police Fraud Squad in 
order to share intelli¬ 
gence about Spanish- 
based scams. 

“In 2005, 300 people 


were arrested by Spanish 
police in conjunction 
with lottering scams.” 

So now you know 
what to do if you get a 
Tottery win’ from a lot¬ 
tery you haven’t entered: 
bin it, or let local 
Trading Standards 
know! 

• Another GEM read¬ 
er from Cowbridge, Mr 
Ian M Jewell, also point¬ 
ed out another nasty 
deception which is often 
directed at pensioners. 

Mr Jewell explained: 
“A ‘company’ are con¬ 
tacting people, usually 
pensioners, and telling 
them they have won 
£ 1 , 000 . 

“They ask for bank 
details so the money can 
be paid in, and of course 
it never is, and they steal 
money from the account. 
I hope this warning will 
put people off.”

THE WELSH BACCALAUREATE 
IS EQUIPPING OUR YOUNG 
PEOPLE WITH LIFELONG SKILLS 


Large safe found in 
field on outskirts 
of Cowbridge town 


L AST week, I took 
the opportunity to 
praise our schools 
in the Vale for introduc¬ 
ing the Welsh 
Baccalaureate (Bac) 
which has been recog¬ 
nised by employers, uni¬ 
versities and the Nuffield 
Foundation as a highly- 
successful suite of quali¬ 
fications for our 14-19 
year olds in Wales. 

Indeed, a recent report by 
the independent Nuffield 
Foundation concluded that: 
“The Welsh Bac provides..a 
model., that could be evolved 
in England.” David Rosser, 
director of the CBI in Wales, 
has seen the skills that 
employers have asked for 
being developed by the Welsh 
Baccalaureate Qualification - 
“Finding time in the curricu¬ 
lum to provide a wider course 
of study and to develop 
research and presentation 
skills has to be a good thing.” 

A visit to St Cyres School 
gave me the chance to praise 
the school, led by the head¬ 
teacher, Brian Lightman, the 
former president of the 
Association of School and 
College Leaders (ASCL), for 
piloting the Welsh Bac since 
its inception in 2003. 

Last year, I met some of the 
university students from St 
Cyres who had taken the 
Welsh Baccalaureate in the 
early pilot days and were now 
graduating with excellent 
results. 

Daniel Wiggins, a Cardiff 
University graduate, is now 


back at St Cyres enthusing the 
250 year-10 students I met 
about the benefits of this qual¬ 
ification. 

I told the students that St 
Cyres has done a great deal to 
help make the potential of the 
Welsh Bac a reality, piloting 
the foundation, intermediate 
and advanced levels of the 
qualification with some 500 
learners now benefiting. 

The majority of our Vale 
schools are taking the Welsh 
Bac on board for the benefit of 
their pupils. Barry 
Comprehensive, Bryn Hafren 
Comprehensive, Cowbridge 
Comprehensive School, 
Llantwit Major School, Ysgol 
Gyfun Bro Morgannwg are all 
on board with one or more of 
the qualification levels, as well 
as Barry College, offering 
every level of the qualifica¬ 
tion. More than 30,000 learn¬ 
ers in Wales are now undertak¬ 
ing the Welsh Bac. 

The Welsh Baccalaureate 
sits alongside existing qualifi¬ 
cations and is designed to pre¬ 
pare students for higher educa¬ 
tion and employment. It has 
two elements - the options and 
the core. Both must be suc¬ 
cessfully completed for the 
WBQ award. 

Importantly, it gives parity 
to academic and vocational 
routes, with the options includ¬ 
ing recognised qualifications 
such as A-Levels, GCSEs and 
NVQs. 

The core is made up of the 
following: 

• ‘Wales, Europe and the 
World’ - study of political, 
social, cultural and economic 
issues - including a modern 


foreign language module, 

# An individual investiga¬ 
tion, 

• Key Skills qualifications 
at an appropriate level, 

# Personal and Social 
Education, including a period 
of community work, 

• Work related education 
and a period of work experi¬ 
ence. 

For those students going 
on to university, UCAS has 
allocated 120 tariff points to 
the advanced level Welsh Bac 
- equivalent to an A grade A- 
Level and almost 21,000 of 
the Uni courses that use 
UCAS across the UK have 
accepted the Welsh Bac as an 
entry qualification. 

It is important to be able to 
motivate and inspire our 
school students to be inde¬ 
pendent learners, helping them 
to learn about enterprise and 
the workplace, to take part in 
serving the community, to 
develop personally, socially, 
culturally and morally as well 
as exploring these issues with 
their peers and teachers to 
develop as more rounded and 
informed individuals. 

We all know how important 
communication skills are, as 
well as the ability to work in a 
team and tackle problem-solv¬ 
ing with confidence. 

These are all transferable 
skills for life. This what the 
Welsh Baccalaureate qualifica¬ 
tion offers. 

My message to our young 
people is that the Welsh Bac 
will bridge the gap between 
school and the world after 
school, whether that is higher 
education or employment. It 
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by Jane Hutt AM 

(Minister for Children, 
Education, Lifelong 
Learning and Skills) 

delivers the skills that you will 
need to succeed in later life - 
working in a team, making 
presentations, researching 
something you find interesting. 

There are so many opportu¬ 
nities to follow these interests 
in the Vale, and to give just 
two examples -1 urge our 
schools and young people to 
visit two important exhibitions 
in Barry over the next fort¬ 
night. 

The ‘Barry and the Second 
World War’ mounted by Dr 
Jonathan Hicks at Art Central, 
Barry Library, Kings Square, 
provides a powerful and mov¬ 
ing historical account of the 
impact of the Second World 
War on the lives of Barry peo¬ 
ple. 

I was also impressed with 
the Barry Citizens Action 
Group’s ‘The Best of Barry 
Photo Exhibition’ in the 
Community Room, Victoria 
Park, Cadoxton.

Penarth Computer Club is 
‘staying ahead of the game’ 


THERE is nothing 
like being ahead of 
the game. 

People love to think 
that they know some¬ 
thing you don’t know, so 
it is nice to feel it is the 
other way around now 
and again. The thought 
occurred to me during 
the summer when I 
found myself reading 
about things I had been 
aware of for some time. 

In this context I mean 
computer-related things, 
of course. I am sure that 
some fellow members of 
Penarth Computer Club 
must have felt the same 
way: that it came as no 
surprise. 

A particular article 
published on September 
1, trumpeted the ‘dawn 
of the third revolution 
for mobiles’ and noted 
how the mobile and lap¬ 
top markets are con¬ 
verging - and that set 
me thinking. 

One of our guest 
speakers, Peter, is a 
knowledgeable chap 
with considerable expe¬ 
rience of the mobile 
phone industry. 

He has talked to the 
club on several occa¬ 
sions since he intro¬ 
duced us to mobile 
phone cameras in 2002 
- before they were 
available in this country. 


Since then he has 
talked about how mobile 
networks work and, 
more recently, about 
how convergence has 
been quietly developing 
in the research depart¬ 
ments for some time. 
Hence our lack of sur¬ 
prise at the ‘new dawn’. 

Not that club mem¬ 
bers even try to under¬ 
stand the scientific com¬ 
plexities of the new 
gadgets; it is enough to 
be able to appreciate 
what they will do and 
how we can make use of 
them. (To be fair, some¬ 
times it is a question of 
how other people will 
use them because we 
find it difficult to adjust 
to the new opportuni¬ 
ties!) You could say that 
we are interested in 
where things are lead¬ 
ing, but we do not nec¬ 
essarily want to go all 
the way there. 

You may have heard 
that Microsoft will be 
producing a new operat¬ 
ing system called 
Windows 7. It is due for 
launch any time now. 

The present system is 
Windows Vista, 

launched around four 
years ago and used by 
about half of the mem¬ 
bers. The other half is 
still using Windows XP 
(launched in October 


2001) and they are 
happy with it. 

There has been hot 
debate on the worth of 
updating to Vista 
because Vista had some 
bad press. Soon, howev¬ 
er, the debate will be 
whether to update to 
Windows 7. Although 
there is a natural resist¬ 
ance to change, the view 
that it will be worth it is 
gaining ground. 

We examined an early 
(Beta) version of 
Windows 7 last 
February and while it 
showed much promise, 
there were some tweaks 
still thought necessary. 
Recent press indicates 
that these tweaks have 
been made. Now it is 
possible to get a free 
download of the pre¬ 
release version (called 
‘release candidate’) and 
use it, free, until the end 
of February 2010. 

Why can’t you happi¬ 
ly continue to use the 
free version for ever? 
Because it is pro¬ 
grammed so that from 
March 1, 2010 the sys¬ 
tem will automatically 
shut down and restart, 
without notice, every 
two hours! If you still 
haven’t taken the hint by 
June 1, the nagging will 
increase enough to make 
the interruptions intoler¬ 


able. 

It would seem that 
Microsoft noted the in¬ 
built resistance of XP 
users to update to Vista 
and was aware of the 
difficulty firms operat¬ 
ing many computers 
might have in making 
the transition to 
Windows 7. 

So Windows 7 comes 
with a feature called 
‘XP Mode’ that allows 
XP fans to run their 
applications under 
Windows 7 with all the 
appearance of using XP. 

The facility will be 
present only in the more 
expensive versions, but 
it will mean that you can 
have the option if you 
really want it. 

The next meeting will 
be on September 22, 
7.30pm in All Saints 
Lesser Hall, Victoria 
Square, Penarth.

‘5 000 STOT.EN STNCE EASTER’ 

Driving range suffers 
as golf balls go missing 


A DRIVING range 
and nine-hole golf 
course on the bor¬ 
ders of Bridgend 
and the Vale has 
been hit by a spate 
of thefts. 

Since Easter, more 
than 5,000 golf balls 
branded with the words 
‘Bridgend Golf 
Complex’ have been 
stolen from the golf 
driving range on the 
A48 near Waterton 
Cross. 

Driving range balls 
have a lower rating than 
normal golf balls and 
are designed for golf 
range use only. Any 
golfer turning up on the 
first tee for a typical 
weekend competition 
would definitely get 
some funny looks! 

A spokeswoman for 
the complex told The 
GEM: “The thieves 
have trespassed on the 
property on regular 
occasions to steal the 
balls off the driving 
range. 

“As well as the 
thefts, vandals have 


damaged the course 
putting greens, broken 
sand rakes, stolen and 
snapped flags and dam¬ 
aged signs and fenc¬ 
ing.” 

The incidents always 
happen after the com¬ 
plex, which is a family- 
run business, has shut 
for the night and the 
staff and customers are 
very upset by the mind¬ 
less vandalism.

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Penarth care home worker 
stole from elderly resident 


The deputy manager of a 
leading Welsh care home 
yesterday (Wednesday) 
admitted stealing more 
than £8,000 from an elder¬ 
ly resident. 

Nicola Williams, 42, abused 
her position at Cliff Haven Care 
Home in Penarth to steal from an 
“elderly and vulnerable” resident. 

A court heard she “showed no 
mercy” by repeatedly making 
withdrawals from the woman’s 
Post Office account and building 
society account over four years. 

The care home describes itself 
as “a market leader” specialising 
in care for dementia sufferers 
and costs residents £419 a week. 

Prosecutor Tony Trigg said: 
“She had the position of deputy 


manager and part of her duties 
involved going to the Post Office 
to get money for residents. 

“She used to accompany the 
woman to the Post Office when 
she needed money for cigarettes 
or clothes.” 

Mr Trigg told the court the 
woman was able to keep her 
account card in a safe at the care 
home. But Williams told the Post 
Office the card had been lost - 
and she kept hold of the replace¬ 
ment to steal the woman’s 
money. 

She was discovered after staff 
members began checking the 
woman’s account statements. 

Single mother-of-two 

Williams pleaded guilty to two 
counts of theft. 

David Pinnell, defending, said 


Williams had fallen behind with 
catalogue and credit card debts. 

Mr Pinnell said: “She is 
extremely sorry for what she has 
done.” 

Williams, of Highbury Road, 
Ely, Cardiff was given an eight 
month suspended sentence and 
ordered to do 200 hours of unpaid 
work. 

Recorder Charles Fox said: 
“This was a very serious breach 
of trust - this lady was not able to 
care for herself. 

“She was a very vulnerable 
lady and these offences continued 
over a considerable period of 
time. 

“I have been asked to show 
mercy to you but you showed no 
mercy to this lady.”

‘Sker country’ - 
but not ‘Lorna 
Doone country’! 



BARBARA 
PALMER changed 
her planned walk in 
the Beacons area 
because of bad 
weather conditions 
and instead thirteen 
walkers met her at 
the visitors’ centre 
at Kenfig Nature 
Reserve. 

On a breezy morning 
they set off through 
some muddy patches 
around Kenfig Pool but 
it was easy walking on 
the path that led them 
towards the beach. 

Reaching the track 
that leads from the Afan 
River to Sker Point the 
group stopped en-route 
for a coffee break in the 
shelter of the dunes. 

At Sker Point, the 
wind was strong and the 
ebbing tide was rough. 
On the point is a memo¬ 
rial to commemorate a 
terrible disaster that took 
place post war. 

The plaque reads: “To 
the memory of the 
Captain and 38-crew 
members of the freighter 
SS Samtampa who per¬ 
ished on these rocks in 
the Great Storm of April 
23, 1947 and of the 
cox’n and crew of seven 
of the Mumbles 
Lifeboat, Edward Prince 
of Wales, who lost their 
lives in their valiant res¬ 
cue attempt. This plaque 
marks the final resting 
place of the Mumbles 
Lifeboat.” 


The group then cir¬ 
cled around to pass Sker 
House, erected during 
the late 12th century as a 
grange or farm of Neath 
Abbey. Following the 
dissolution of monaster¬ 
ies, it was acquired by 
the Turberville family 
from Penllyn who ran it 
as an estate. 

A little known fact is 
that RD Blackmore, who 
wrote Loma Doone, 
spent much of his child¬ 
hood at nearby Nottage 
Court and he knew Sker 
well, even writing a less 
popular novel - The 
maid of Sker, which he 
considered a finer piece 
of writing. 

The group stopped to 
chat to a man and his 
small grandson walking 
their five dogs and were 
amused to see that the 
sixth was being wheeled 
along in a pram - the 
explanation was that his 
legs were not able to 
carry him anymore! 

Passing the golf 
course, they crossed the 
road, followed Pat’s Way 
and joined another path¬ 
way that led along the 
field edge where they 
could see large groups of 
workers collecting 
ploughed up daffodil 
bulbs. 

The bulbs had appar¬ 
ently been planted for 
four years and now the 
land was going to be 
given a rest as set aside. 
There were several large 
fields to clear and it 
looked like back-break¬ 


ing work! 

An old lane led the 
group back to the road 
and into the dunes once 
more, where they 
walked to the bird hide 
that overlooks Kenfig 
Lake, which made the 
perfect stop out of the 
wind for lunch. 

Refreshed, the final 
part of the walk was 
along the side of the 
fresh water lake where 
legend says that a lost 
village is hidden under¬ 
neath the water, and on 
windy days the church 
bells are said to toll. 
Needless to say they did 
not hear any tolling 
bells, but the water was 
choppy enough to have 
the resident bird popula¬ 
tion bobbing around! 

Several of the stiles 
encountered needed 
repair and at one it was 
either under or over 
depending on the length 
of individual legs, but 
they returned to their 
start, windswept but dry 
and with very little mud 
on their boots.

Vale athletes help South snatch trophy

FOR the first time in 11 attempts, the 
team from South Wales region deprived 
West Wales of the Overall Points trophy 
at the Welsh Inter Regional track and 
field championships, and Vale athletes 
made a significant contribution to the 
South’s points score. 

The event, the last major domestic fixture in 
Wales which includes competitions in seven age 
groups from under-15 to senior, was held for the first 
time at the Swansea University athletics track in far 
from ideal conditions. Heavy early rainfall resulted 
in all high jump and pole vault events being moved 
to the nearby Indoor Centre, a move which may 
invalidate any performances which improved the old 
championship best. 

Top Vale performer was former Stanwell and St 
Cyres pupil, Brett Morse. 

The GB international thrower, already the holder 
of the under-20 shot and discus bests at this fixture, 
marked his debut in the senior age group by adding 
more than eight metres to the senior discus mark. 
The UWIC student, who now competes for 
Birchfield Harriers, also finished second to old rival 
Ryan Spencer-Jones (East Wales) in the shot. 

There were two further Vale victories in that sen¬ 
ior men’s section. Former Stanwell pupil Liam Duff 
has made a welcome return to track and field in the 
last 18 months and, having been a talented combined 
events competitor in his school days, has concentrat¬ 
ed on the sprints. 

Here, he claimed victory in the 100 metres, clock¬ 
ing 11.33 seconds into a 1.2 metres/sec head wind, 
with Adam Jones, who has just finished his A-Levels 
at Stanwell, claiming fourth place in the same event. 

The second victory underlines that track and field 
has an excellent age group system which encourages 
athletes to continue competing beyond the age of 35. 

Former St Cadoc’s pupil, Glyn Price, now com¬ 
peting in the M40-44 category, proved too good for 
the ‘youngsters’, winning the pole vault with a clear¬ 
ance at 4.20 metres. 

With no under-20 women’s age group, two of the 
Vale’s top senior girl talents took the opportunity to 
compete for the senior women’s team, and chalked 
up victories in their first choice events. 

Bro Morgannwg sixth former Elinor Lewis was a 
busy young lady, winning her speciality with a 3.50 
metres vault, which bettered the championship best 
but may not be accepted because the event was 
indoors. The Penarth resident also competed in the 
100 metres and the 100 metres hurdles, while 
Llantwit sixth former Ayla Phillips ended months of 
frustration at being stuck around the 35 metres mark 
by winning the hammer with a 37.13 metres throw. 
Hopefully this will spur her on towards the 40 
metres mark of which she is capable. 

In the under-17 age group, there was joy for 
Cowbridge pupil Sam Bunkham, who won the triple 
jump with a best leap of 12.37 metres and frustration 
for Jamie Sexton, the St Richard Gwyn pupil miss¬ 
ing the start of the 100 metres because he was still 
warming up as the event was held. 

The Barry & Vale Harrier, and his 100 metres 
partner Jamaul Whyte, who also missed the start, 
made some amends by combining in the 4 x 100 


metres to win with a new 
championship best of 
45.02 seconds. 

Two other athletes 
deserve mention. The 
multi-talented Barry 
Comprehensive sixth 
former Curtis Mathews 
used the fixture as a final 
warm up for his appear¬ 
ance for Wales in an 
under-20 decathlon. 

He made his competi¬ 
tive debut in the pole 
vault, finishing third 
with 2.80 metres, and 
also took second place 
in the long jump and 
shot. 

The second athlete is 
St Cyres pupil Bradley 
Cole. The fifth former 
had shown promise with 
victory at the Cardiff & 

Vale Schools champi¬ 
onships in April, win¬ 
ning the hammer with a 
throw of 31.41 metres. 

He followed that up 
with third place in the 
Middle Boys hammer at 
the Welsh Schools 
National championships 
at Leckwith in July, improving to 33.69 metres. 
Here, in wet, tricky conditions, he added more than 
five metres to his best with a throw of 39.07 metres 
for second. 

In the seven age groups contested, West Wales 
finished top of five sections and retained the female 
points trophy. 

However, much to the delight of under-20 men’s 
team manager Mrs Debbie Bull, her squad produced 
an outstanding series of performances to finish more 
than 80 points ahead of West Wales and, with the 
West fielding a very weak senior men’s side, the 
South Wales team claimed the men’s points and 
overall points trophies. 

In addition to Barry Road resident Mrs Bull, 
South Wales also included Barry & Vale Chairman 
Fred Malkin among the team managers, the Llantwit 
resident looking after the under-17 men’s team.

ANY read¬ 
ing this

remember when the 
days of their youth 
were disturbed by 
the scary and horri¬ 
ble realisation that 
rather than laze 
away the days, you 
would have to go 
out and find work, 
most likely in the 
first instance a 
summer job of 
some description. 

Adventureland mines 
that nostalgia with a tale 
of a summer spent 
working at a theme park 
in 1987. Jesse 
Eisenberg is James, who 
sees his dreams of a trip 
to Europe vanish when 
his father is forced to 
take a pay cut. 

Left behind by his 
friends, and with the 
prospect of moving to 
New York to study in 
the autumn, he takes a 
nothing job at the park, 
little realising the effect 
it'll have on his life, as 
he comes across a rag¬ 
tag mob of individuals, 
and in Em (Kirsten 
Stewart), a romantic 
interest... 

The whole ‘teen-com- 
edy’ genre seemed to be 
sailing on a sea of gross- 
out moments that 
appeared to be present 
more to shock than to 
actually amuse, with 
very few managing the 
balancing act of putting 
these moments into a 
film that creates realistic 
and sympathetic charac¬ 
ters and moments. 

Yet with the release 
of Superbad in 2007, a 


film that mixed coarse 
humour with more than 
enough soul and charm, 
it seemed that the genre 
was regaining its ability 
to both amuse and con¬ 
nect with its audience. 

That film’s director, 
Greg Mottola, is the 
man behind 

Adventureland , on both 
directing and script writ¬ 
ing duties, and having 
showed his ability with 
Superbad, he takes it to 
the next level here, cre¬ 
ating a film that has 
bags of charm and 
laughs to boot. 

Obviously a labour of 
love for Mottola (who 
worked at an actual 
Adventureland in his 
youth), he creates a film 
that strikes the right bal¬ 
ance and is paced 
superbly well. 

The script captures 
the gawky awkwardness 
of your teenage years to 
a tee, with characters 
that reflect either who 
you were or people you 
knew, and the situations 
you found yourself in. 

It’s a script with char¬ 
acters you can 
empathise with and con¬ 
nect to, with each being 
given a degree of depth 
and substance, no matter 
how small the role, 
enriching the film in the 
process. 

Mining the period for 
comedy without tying it 
down into an exercise in 
nostalgia, Mottola cre¬ 
ates both moments of 
pathos and comedy 
without ever straining 
for the laughs. 

Similarly, his direc¬ 
tion is a master class in 
understatement. His 
woozy visuals mixed 



with a gorgeous eye for 
detail creates a film that 
looks beautifully low- 
key with a degree of 
offbeat style. 

Not only is he per¬ 
fectly comfortable 
helming the comedic 
elements, but he also 
imbues the quieter, 
reflective moments with 
some neat visuals that 
give a stylish sheen to 
proceedings. 

His cast are all 
superb in their roles, 
with Jesse Eisenberg 
standing out as lead 
character James. He 
nails the gaucheness of 
his character perfectly 
as he sees his dreams of 
a perfect summer go 
drastically wrong, and 
he is thrown into the 
world of Adventureland. 

James’ literary nerdi- 
ness gradually gives 
way to a character who 
learns more from the 
staff of a theme park 
than he ever would 
parading around Paris, 
and Eisenberg perfectly 
conveys this. 

Kristen Stewart (best 
known for teenage vam¬ 
pire franchise Twilight) 
does a good job as the 
love interest, her charac¬ 
ter being given much 
more depth than you 
would expect and the 
actress delivers on this 
superbly well. 

With the likes of 
Ryan Reynolds, Martin 
Starr, Bill Hader and 
Kristen Wiig all offering 
valuable, and hugely 
entertaining, support as 
the raft of characters 
James meets in his sum¬ 
mer, the film is well 
acted, the performances 
rooted in a realism it is

pleasing to see in a film 
of this type. 

Throw in a superb 
soundtrack that evokes 
the period without veer¬ 
ing too far into kitsch 
(though your ability to 
tolerate ‘Rock Me 
Amadeus’ may diminish 
come the film’s conclu¬ 
sion), and you have a 
package that is superbly 
put together. 

Certainly, there is 
nothing here that is 
vaguely revolutionary 
nor groundbreaking, but 
as a subtle and 
enthralling piece of 
work, Adventureland is 
certainly the place to be! 

VERDICT-A tender 
coming-of-age comedy 
that balances heart with 
humour, Adventureland 
is a low-key, but no less 
entertaining for it, treat. 

The excellent per¬ 
formances on show sit 
neatly alongside Greg 
Mottola’s excellent 
direction and script in a 
film that is a truly won¬ 
derful piece of work.

34-14 loss for club at Blackwood 


COWBRIDGE RFC ARE 
LEFT SEEING STARS 
AFTER CLOSE DEFEAT 


LAST Saturday, 
Cowbridge trav¬ 
elled north to play 
Blackwood Stars 
and came away 
with a 34-14 loss. 

Blackwood is posi¬ 
tioned in a rugby 
hotspot, with near 
neighbours Newbridge, 
Pontypool, 

Pontllanfraith and Fleur 
de Lis all within five 
miles or so. They 
ground share with 
Blackwood, a first divi¬ 
sion outfit, so facilities 
there were good. 

Kicking off in clear 
blue skies and very 
warm conditions, it was 
Blackwood who were 
quickly into their stride. 
A scrum on the right 
side of the field resulted 
in a move between the 
centres and the ball 
spun to the left wing for 
a converted score on the 
five-minute mark. 

Jamie Bennett did 
very well in the lineout 
as the main jumper, and 
Cowbridge steadied 
things for the next 20 
mi nutes. 

On 25 minutes, 
Cowbridge should have 
scored as a great take in 
the lineout by Bennett 
resulted in a kick up 
field and a chase. A 
floated pass to wing 
Dewi Edwards seemed 
to have put him and 
prop Luke Denham in a 
clear overlap, but 
Edwards slipped, his 
pass off the floor was 
difficult for Denham to 
hold and Blackwood’s 
defence got across. 

From a lineout take, 
Blackwood’s No 1 
crossed, despite the 
attention of two tack- 
lers, for an unconverted 
try; then, in a five- 


minute burst just before 
half-time Blackwood 
scored three tries. Their 
second row crossed 
twice while their No 8 
added the third. 

With one of the three 
tries converted, the half¬ 
time score was 29-0. 

Although under the 
cosh, Cowbridge had 
shown one or two 
glimpses of what they 
could do if they got the 
ball. 

In the second half, 
prop Alun John came on 
with second row 
replacement Jordan 
Thomas. Cowbridge 
started this half better, 
taking play into the 
Blackwood half with a 
penalty. Then, from a 
lineout, the ball moved 
to midfield where inside 
centre Ed Lakin made a 
drive to within five 
metres of the line. 

Young Tom James at 
scrum-half made a kick 
upfield and it was only 
a smart drop on the ball 
by their replacement 
prop that prevented a 
further kick towards the 
line. 

Huw Loughor, at out¬ 
side centre, made a 
clean 30-metre break 
but then passed it to one 
of their players. Rhys 
Jones, at No 8, broke 
from the base of a 
scrum; Tom James then 
set off on a 30-metre 
run linking with Jamie 
Bennett and then 
flanker Luke Boys, only 
for the ball to go to 
ground. 

On 27 minutes, 
young Josh Lewis at 
flanker came on for 
hardworking Rhys 
Price. Then, just on the 
30-minute mark, 
Cowbridge lost their 
lineout but Josh Lewis 


managed to recover the 
ball and moved it 
infield, before being 
spun out to Huw 
Loughor, who sliced 
through the defence 
from 35 metres to cross, 
Ed Lakin adding the 
extras. 

Just minutes later, 
Loughor had crossed 
again in very similar 
fashion, the try owing 
much to the great work 
of No 8 Rhys Jones as 
the scrum retreated, and 
then scrum-half Tom 
James. 

Lakin put the conver¬ 
sion over, but within 
two minutes the 
Blackwood outside-cen¬ 
tre ghosted through a 
tackle to cross for an 
unconverted try. 

Cowbridge were 
nearly in again when a 
kick by outside-half 
Lawrence Brown was 
gathered by Lewis and, 
with the drive behind 
him, he nearly went 
over. It was a great 
effort to finish the 
game, final score 34-14. 

After the game, 
coach Phil Agar 
summed it by saying: 
“We didn’t turn up in 
the first half, but when 
we did in the second 
half we made a good 
game of it.” 

Blackwood had won 
well and in a pack with 
a number of contenders, 
their unnumbered sec¬ 
ond row had stood out, 
as had in the backs their 
inside-centre. 

Cowbridge had shown a 
little of their potential, 
although Tom James 
had looked sharp, Huw 
Loughor finished well 
and hats off to James 
Jenkins for stirring the 
forwards and urging 
them on, even though 


they were under consid¬ 
erable pressure. 

The Seconds set off 
for Llandaff North and, 
despite losing, the gen¬ 
eral agreement was that 
it had been very enjoy¬ 
able. 

Llandaff are buoyant 
at present and fielded 
three teams with plenty 
of subs, and they were 
good enough to loan 
two or three to 
Cowbridge. 

With a mix of youth 
and experience, 
Cowbridge battled to 
the end as Llandaff 
North scored five tries 
in the first half, but 
were held to three in the 
second. 

There were passages 
of good interplay 
between young David 
Popham and Carwyn 
Lewis, and there was 
the unusual sight of 
Mike Hurford being 
out-sprinted by 
Llandaff’s well propor¬ 
tioned hooker. Most of 
all, there was a great 
spirit. 

However, there was 
another ‘rugby 
moment’- while leaving 
the changing rooms, 
someone picked up a 
five-litre bottle of 
bleach, mistaking it for 
the water. It should be 
said the containers do 
look similar. 

Thankfully, it was 
Sarah Dando to the res¬ 
cue again at pitch side, 
as she spotted the mis¬ 
take before anyone took 
a swig! 

This Saturday, both 
teams are due to be at 
home, with the 1st XV 
taking on Canton while 
the Seconds entertain 
Cardiff HSOB.
